THE POWER OF Prayer

“Power belongeth unto God,” 
but all that belongs to God we can 
have for the asking. God holds out 
His full hands and says: “Ask, 
and it shall be given you... If ye 
then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your Fa- 
ther which is in heaven give good 
things to them that ask him?” 
(Matt. 7:7,11). The poverty and 
powerlessness of the average 
Christian finds its explanation in 
the words of the Apostle James: 
“Ye have not, because ye ask not” 
(Jas. 4:2). 

“Why is it,” many a Christian 
is asking, ‘that I make such poor 
progress in my Christian life?’ 

“Neglect of prayer,” God an- 
swers. “You have not because you 
ask not,” 

“Why is it there is so little fruit 
in my ministry?’ asks many a dis- 
couraged minister. 

“Neglect of prayer,” God an- 
swers again. “You have not be- 
cause you ask not.” 

“Why is it,” many, both min- 
isters and Jaymen, are asking, 
“that there is so little power in 
my life and service?” 

And again God answers: “Neg- 
lect of prayer. You have not be- 
cause you ask not.” 

God has provided for a life of 
power, and a work of power on the 
part of every child of His. He has 


put His own infinite power at our 
disposal, and has proclaimed over 
and over again, in a great variety 
of ways in His Word, “Ask, and 
ye shall receive.” Thousands upon 
thousands have taken God at His 
word in this matter, and have al- 
ways found it true, The first Chris- 
tians were men of tremendous 
power. What power Peter and 
John, for example, had in their

You have seen his picture a 
number of times in THE Sworp oF 
THE LORD and I am sure you know 
that my brother, Evangelist Joe 
B. Rice, went to Decatur Baptist 
College in Texas and later was 
graduated from the pastor’s course 
of Moody Bible Institute. But do 
you know Joe? You have read 
some reports of his revivals and 
you have been told that he is a 
warm-hearted evangelist, strong 
on visitation and a good preacher. 
But I doubt if you really know 
Joe, and I believe I can tel} you 
a story that will help you to know 
and love and pray for him. 


A Cow for a Window or a Building 
for a Revival! 

Although Joe is a few years 
older than I, I began preaching a 
couple of months before he did. 
Not that I had really done any 
preaching to speak of, but I had 
surrendered to preach. I was about 
twenty years old at that time. Joe 
was about twenty-five, married, 
and the father of one baby girl. 
It was not long until Joe followed 
suit. Both of us felt called of God 
to preach, but it seemed that the 
Lord had made one very serious 
mistake—he had called us to 
preach but had not called anyone 
to listen to us! 

We had been under John Rice’s 
influence enough to believe that 
winning souls to Christ was the 
greatest responsibility of any 
Christian and especially of any 
preacher. And, being both young 
and ignorant, we thought we 
ought to try to win souls regard- 
less of whether or not we were 
“approved” by some headquarters, 
hindquarters or tailback! We very 
earnestly and fervently prayed for 


“ene” dear Lord to lead us out, to 


help us be evangelists, to show us 
where we should begin preaching. 
Before long both of us felt that 
God was definitely leading us to 
the little town of Bridgeport, 
twelve miles from Decatur, Texas, 
where we lived. 

Without knowing a single 
preacher or Gospel worker in the 
entire town of Bridgeport, Joe and 
I walked over to try to find a 
place in which to preach. We 
prayed for a tent, but there was 
no tent to be had. Finally we 
found an empty store building in 
the little business district. We 
hunted up the owner and he very 
graciously told us we could use 
the building for nothing but that 
we must insure the big plate-glass 
window at the front. But insuring 
that window cost money and we 
did not have a nickel! Finally Joe 
came up with the solution. He sold 
his milk cow and used the money 
to have the plate-glass window in- 
sured and to buy some circulars 
announcing the revival meeting. 
I will never forget those circulars! 
It was the first time I had ever 
seen my name in print with the 
word “Evangelist” in front of it. 
ees §6T )6Can still remem- 
ber how the tears 
came to our eyes 
as Joe and I look- 
ed at those first 
handbills and 
promised God a- 
fresh that we 
would try to live for Him 
and to,serve Him. He and 
I alone put a circular in every 
house in the little town of some 
three thousand people. 

We borrowed some brooms and 
a mop and swept and scrubbed the 
building until it was as clean as 
we could make it. We borrowed a 
truck from B. A. Rosenburg who 
ran a filling station in Decatur, 
and we moved an old battered 
piano and some benches that we 
had borrowed from a deserted 
country church. At last, with our 
hearts in our throats and butter- 
flies in our tummies, we were 
ready for the opening night. 


Walking, Preaching, Praying 
: and Walking 


John Rice came down for the 
Opening night and since he was 


walk?” He was very dubious, but 


already a famous preacher in 
Texas, probably a hundred people 
came the first night. But there 
certainly was not a hundred the 
second night—nor the third—nor 
many of the other nights! Joe 
would preach a night, then I would 
preach a night. We did not have a 
car, and after breakfast every 
morning we would leave Decatur 
and begin walking the twelve 
miles to Bridgeport. Sometimes 
we would get a ride and some- 
times we would walk those 
long, hot miles all the way into 
Bridgeport. There we would begin 
visitation. We did not know where 
to go and so we would select a 
street and start in! We would 
knock on a door, tell the people 
who we were, and why we were 
there. If they asked us in, we 
would go in and preach to them. 
If they slammed the door in our 
faces (and this often happened), 
we would go on to the next house. 
Sometimes we had enough money 
to buy a sandwich at noon and 
sometimes we did not. Then we 
would begin visiting again until 
church time. Once in awhile some- 
one would drive over from De- 


catur and we could ride back | 
home with them. If no one came, | 
we walked back home. Often we| 
would stop several times for a/} 
prayer meeting and to rest while) 
walking those twelve long miles 
back to Decatur after the service 


at night. 


No Sleep-walker 
I can still remember how tired 
Joe and I would get. One night as 
we stumbled along I was struck 
with a very brilliant idea. “Joe,” I 
said, “I can sleep while I ride a 
horse—-why can’t I sleep while I 


agreed to lead me. I gave him my 
hand, closed my eyes and did my 
dead-level best to go to sleep while 


I walked along the highway! Joe 
grew tired of holding my hand and} 
mischievously led me off the high- | 


. 
way, and before I knew what was} 


happening I was tumbling down) 
a sandy bank! The silence of the) 
night was shattered by our laugh- | 
ter. Joe helped brush the sand off 
and, now wide awake, we walked 
on in to Decatur. 

I have forgotten how many peo- 
ple were saved in that meeting. 
As well as I remember there were 
37 first-time conversions and a 
number of rededications. I got 
nothing out of the meeting finan- 
cially and Joe did not get enough 
money to pay him back for the 
loss of a cow. But as I look back, 
it seems to me that that revival 
more or less set the pattern for 
Joe’s ministry. Although he has 
preached in many different places 
—-from the Maritime Provinces of 
Canada, across our states to the 
reolden West—his methods have 
remained largely unchanged. Dur- 
ing the day he visits from house 
to house and preaches the Gospel 
with earnest fervor in the night 
services. 


“The Best I Ever Worked With” 


I wonder how many pastors 
have told me that. “Brother Joe 
is the best evangelist I have ever 
worked with.” Just ‘recently he 
and I were both conducting re- 
vivals in neighboring towns in 
West Virginia. The pastor told me 
how much he appreciated Brother 
Joe’s ministry and that Brother 
Joe was the best worker he had 
ever known. Many have told me 
this. He is humble, modest, and 
unassuming. Since he has been a 
pastor, he recognizes the prob- 
lems of a pastor and strives to 
strengthen the pastor’s influence 
in the community. Like all other 
evangelists on our staff, he works 
on the expense and love-offering 
basis. He does not have any set 
price for his services but is glad 
to trust the churches, under God, 
to take care of him financially.

mighty prayer.” The Devil is not 
afraid of machinery; he is only 
afraid of God, and machinery with- 
out prayer is machinery without 
God 


Our day is characterized by the 
multiplication of man’s machinery 
and the diminution of God's power 
sought and obtained by prayer. 
But when men and women arise 
who believe in_prayer, and who 
pray in the way the Bible teaches 
us to pray, prayer accomplishes 
as much as it ever did. Prayer can 
do today as much as it ever could. 
Prayer can do anything God can 
do; for the arm of God responds 
to the touch of prayer. All the in- 
finite resources of God are at the 
command of prayer. Prayer is the 
key that opens wide the inexhaust- 
ible storehouses of divine grace 
and power. “Ask, and it shall be 
given you,’ cries our heavenly 
Father as He swings wide open the 


.. doors of the divine ‘treasure house. 


There is only one limit to what 
prayer can do; that is what God 
can do. But all things are possible 


‘to God; therefore prayer is om- 


nipotent. 


Christian history and Christian 
biography demonstrate the truth 
of what the Word of God teaches 
about prayer. All through the his- 
tory of the Church, men and wo- 
men have arisen in all ranks of life 
who believed with simple, child- 
like faith what the Bible teaches 
about prayer, and they have asked 
and they have received. But what 
are some of the definite things 
that prayer has power to do? 

1. Prayer has power ito bring 
a true knowledge of ourselves and 
our needs. There ts nothing more 
necessary than that we know our- 
selves, our weakness, our sinful- 
ness, our selfishness; how that in 
us, that is to say in our flesh, 
dwelleth no good thing (Rom. 7: 
18). Lives of power have usually 
begun with a revelation of the ut- 
ter powerlessness and worthless- 
ness of self. So it was with Isaiah. 
In tthe year that king Uzziah died, 
he was brought face to face with 
God, and saw himself, and cried 
out: “Woe is me! for I am undone; 
because I am a man of unclean 
lips” (Isa. 6:5). Then a life of 
power began for Isaiah and God 
sent him forth to a mighty work 
(Isa. 6:8, 9). It was so with Moses. 
He met God at the burning bush, 
and ‘was emptied of his former self- 
confidence, saw his utter unfit- 
ness for the Lord’s work, and then 
the Lord sent him as a mighty 
man of power (Exod. 3:2,5,11. 
Comp. Exod. 2:11-15). It was so 
with Job. It was after Job met 
God, and cried concerning himself: 
“I abhor myself, and repent in 
dust and ashes,” that th Lord 
turned the captivity of Jc», and 
that he received power |‘. inter- 
cede for his friends, and to bear 
abundant fruit (Job 42:5, 6, 10, 12). 

It is needful, if we are to have 
fullness of power, that we get a 
view of ourselves as we are by na- 
ture. It is in prayer that we get 
it. If we sincerely pray the psalm- 


ist’s prayer: “Search me, O God, 


and know my heart: try me, and 
know my thoughts” (Psa. 139:23), 
He will do it. There will come a 


‘true revelation of self as God sees 
us, a consequent utter emptying 
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of self, and room will be made 
for the incoming of the power of 
God. It is not enough to pray this 
prayer once for all. It needs to be 
repeated daily. 

2. Prayer has power to cleanse 
our hearts from sin; from secret 
sin and from known sin (Psa. 19: 
12,13). In answer to David's 
prayer after his disastrous fall, 


God washed him thoroughly from | 
his iniquity, and cleansed him from | 
his sin (Psa. 51:2). Many a man | 


has fought for days and months | 


and years against some sin that | 
has been marring his life and sap- | 
ping his spiritual power, and at 
last has gone unto God in prayer, 
and held on to God, and would 
not let Him go until He blessed 
him; and he has come out of the 
place of prayer a victor. In this 
way sins that seem unconquerable 
have been laid in the dust. In this 
way the secret sin that the sin- 
ner himself scarce discerned, but 
that has robbed him of power, 
has been discovered in all its real 
hideousness, and rooted out. Of 
course, aS seen in the previous 
chapter, it is the Holy Spirit who 
sets us free from sin’s power, but 
the Holy Spirit works in our lives 
in answer to our prayers (Luke 11: 
13). 


3. Prayer has power to hold us 
up in our goings, and give us vic- 
tory over temptation. “Hold up 
my goings in thy paths, that my 
footsteps slip not,” cried David 
(Psa. 17:5). That is a prayer God 
is ever ready to hear. Jesus Him- 
self said to His disciples, as the 
hour of trial drew nigh, “Pray 
that ye enter not into temptation” 
(Luke 22:40). But tthe disciples did 
not heed the warning. They slept 
when they should have prayed, and 
when the temptation came in a 
few hours, they failed utterly. But 
Jesus Himself spent that night 
in prayer, and the next day, when 
the fiercest temptations that ever 
beset a son of man swept down 
upon Him, He came off gloriously 
triumphant. We can come off vic- 
torious over every temptation if 
we will prepare for it and meet 
it by prayer. Many of us are led 
into defeat and denial of our Lord, 
as Peter was, by sleeping when 
we ought to be praying. 

*#. Prayer has power to govern 
our ‘tongues. Many a Christian who 
has desired fullness of power in 
Christian life and service, has 
found himself kept from it by an 
unruly tongue. He has learned by 
bitter experience the truth of the 
words of James: “The tongue can 
no man tame” (Jas. 3:8). But 
while no man can tame it, God 
can and will, in answer to believ- 
ing prayer. If one will earnestly 
and believingly pray with David: 
“Set a watch, O Lord, before my 
mouth; keep the door of my lips” 
(Psa. 141:3), God will do it. Many 
and many an unruly tongue has 
been brought into subjection in 
this way. Tongues that were as 
sharp as the piercings of a sword, 
have learned to speak words of 
gentleness and grace. True prayer 
can tame the unruliest tongue by 
which man or woman was ever 
cursed, because true prayer brings 
into play the power of Him with 
whom nothing is impossible. 

5. Prayer has power to bring 
us wisdom. The Word of God is 


very explicit on this point: “If any 
of you lack wisdom, let him ask 
of God, that giveth to all men lib- 
erally, and upbraideth not; and 
it shall be given him” (Jas. 1:5). 
No promise could be more explicit 
than ‘that. We can have wisdom, 
the wisdom of God Himself, at 
every turn of life. God does not 
intend that His children shall 
grope in darkness. He puts His 
own infinite wisdom at our dis- 
posal. All He asks is that we ask, 
and ask in faith (Jas. 1:6-7). Many 
of us are stumbling on in our own 
foolishness, instead of walking on 
in His wisdom, simply because we 
do not ask. He greatly desires us 
to know His way, and is willing 
to make it known for our asking. 
Oh, the joy of knowing and walk- 
ing in God’s way! And we can all 
have this joy for the asking (Psa. 
86:11; 25:4; 143:10; 119:33). 


6. Prayer has power to open our 
eyes to behold wondrous things out 
of God’s Word (Psa. 119:18). It is 
wonderful how the Bible opens up 
to one who looks to God in ear- 
nest, believing prayer to inter- 
pret it to him. Difficulties vanish, 
obscure passages become clear as 
day, and old familiar portions be- 
come luminous with new meaning, 
and living with new power. Prayer 
will do more ‘than a theological ed- 
ucation to make the Bible an open 
book. Only the man of prayer can 
understand the Bible. 


7. Prayer has power to bring the 
Holy Spirit in all His blessed 
power and manifold gracious oper- 
ations into our hearts and lives. 
“If ye then, being evil,” says 
Jesus, “know how to give good 
gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?” (Luke 11: 
13). It was after the first disciples 
had “continued...in prayer and 
supplication” (Acts 1:14), that 
‘they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost” (Acts 2:4). On another 
occasion “when they had prayed, 
the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together; and they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost” (Acts-4:31). When Peter 
and John came down to Samaria 
and found a company of young 
converts who had not yet experi- 
enced the fullness of tthe Holy 
Spirit’s power, “they... prayed for 
them, that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 8:15). “And 
they received the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 8:17). It was in answer to 
prayer that Paul expected the 
Saints in Ephesus “to be strength- 
ened with might by his Spirit in 
the inner man” (Eph. 3:16), and 
that “the God of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of glory,” would 
give them “ithe spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge 
of him” (Eph. 1:17). It is mani- 
festly prayer that brings the full- 
ness of the Spirit’s power into 
our hearts and lives. One great 
reason why so many of us have 
so little of the Holy Spirit’s power 
in our lives and service is because 
we spend so little time and thought 
in prayer. We ‘have not, because 
we ask not.’ 

Every precious spiritual bless- 
ing in our own lives is given by 
our heavenly Father in answer to 
true prayer. Prayer promotes our 
own spiritual growth and our like- 
ness to Christ as almost nothing 
else can. The more time we spend 
in real, true prayer, other things 
being equal, the more we shall 
grow in likeness to our Master. 

One of the saintliest and most 
Christlike men who ever lived was 
John Welch, the son-in-law of John 
Knox, the great Scotch reformer. 
He is said to have given one-third 
of his ttime to prayer, and often to 
have spent a whole night in prayer. 
One who knew him well, speaking 
of him after his departure to be 
with Christ, said of him: “He was 
a type of Christ.” 


Many illustrations could be 
given of the power of prayer to 
bring our lives into conformity 
with Christ’s. In prayer we gaze 
into the face of God, and “be- 
holding as in a mirror the glory 
of the Lord, are transformed into 
the same image from glory to 
glory” (II Cor. 3:18, R.V.). 

8. But prayer has not only power 
to promote our own spiritual 
growth into the likeness of Christ; 
prayer has also power to bring tthe 
fullness of God’s power into our 
work. When the apostolic church 
saw themselves confronted by 
obstacles that tthey could not sur- 
mount, ‘‘they lifted up their voice 
to God with one accord” (Acts 


4:24). “And when they had 
prayed,” the power came that 
swept all obstacles before it (Acts 
4:31-33; 5:14). 

Do you desire the power of 
God in your Sunday School class, 
in your personal work, in your 
preaching, in your training of your 
children? Pray for it. Hold on to 
God until you get it. “Men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint” 
(Lake 18:1). 

I shall never forget a sight I 
once witnessed. A woman of lim- 
ited experience in public speaking 
was called upon to address an 
audience filling the old Tremont 
Temple in Boston, It was a notable 
audience in its make-up as well 
as in numbers. Many of the lead- 
ing clergymen of all evangelical 
denominations were there, also 
many men prominent in philan- 
thropic and political affairs. As 
the woman spoke, the audience 
was hushed, swayed, melted, and 
molded. Tears coursed down 
cheeks unwonted to them. The 
impression made upon many was 
not only salutary, but permanent. 
It was an address of marvelous 
power. The secret of it all lay in 
the fact, known only to a few, that 
that woman had spent the whole 
of the previous night on her face 
before God in prayer. 

It is related of John Livingstone 
that he spent a night with a few 
like-minded in prayer and re- 
ligious converse. On the next day 
he preached in the Kirk of Shotts 
with such power that five hundred 
persons dated their conversion or 
some definite uplift in their spir- 
itual life from that sermon. 

A mother once came to me in 
great distress about her boy, one 
of the most incorrigible children 
I ever knew. “What shall I do?” 
she cried. “Pray.” She did with 
a new definiteness and earnestness 
and faith. The change came soon, 
if not immediately, and tthe change 
continues to this day. We can all 
have power in our work, if we will 
only believe God’s promises re- 
garding prayer, and meet the con- 
ditions of prevailing prayer, and 
lay hold upon God with an im- 
portunity, a holy boldness, that 
will not take no for an answer. 

9. But the man of prayer can- 
not only have power in his own 
life and service; he can have power 
in the life and service of others. 
Prayer has power to bring sal- 
vation ‘to others. “If any man see 
his brother sin a sin which is not 
unto death, he shall ask, and he 
shall give him life for them that 
sin not unto death” (I John 5:16). 


Prayer avails for the salvation of 
others where every effort for their 
salvation fails. There is little doubt 
that Saul of Tarsus, the most 
dangerous human enemy the 
church of Christ ever had, became 
Paul the apostle in answer to 
prayer. There have been countless 
instances where men and women 
seemingly past all hope have been 
converted in most direct and un- 
mistakable answer to prayer. 

Prayer will bring blessing upon 
a church. It will settle church 
quarrels, allay misunderstandings, 
root out heresy and bring down 
gracious revivals from God. 

Dr. Spencer tells, in his Pastor’s 
Sketches, how a great revival was 
brought down upon his church by 
the prayers of a godly old man 
who was shut up in his room by 
lameness, In Philadelphia during 
the pastorate of Dr. Thomas Skin- 
ner, three men of God came to- 
gether in his study to pray. ““They 
literally wrestled in prayer.” 
From this meeting sprang up a 
powerful revival in that city. One 
of the most notable, widespread 
and enduring revivals ever kro.wn 
in this land, according ‘to the ac- 
count given by Mr. Finney, arose 
from the prayers of a humble 
woman who had never seen a re- 
vival, but was led to lay hold of 
God for this. 

One of the greatest needs of the 
hour is that some of God’s chil- 
dren should devote themselves to 
calling upon God until He visits 
this land again with a mighty 
outpouring of His Spirit. There 
have been in times past great re- 
vivals without very much preach- 
ing, and with almost no machinery. 
There has never been a great and 
true revival without much prayer. 
Many modern so-called revivals 
are gotten up by man’s machinery. 
Genuine revivals are brought down 
by prayer. 

Prayer will bring wisdom and 
power to ministers of the Gospel. 
Paul was a matchless preacher 
and worker, but he so deeply felt 
the need of the prayers of God’s 
people, that he asked for them 
from every church to which he 
wrote save one (the backslidden

church in Galatia). It has been 
demonstrated again and again that 
prayer can transform a poor 
preacher into a good one. If you 
are not satisfied with your pastor, 
pray for him. Keep on praying 
for him and you will soon have 
a better minister. If you think 
your present minister a pretty 
good one, you can make him far 
better by more prayer. Little do 
many Christians realize how much 
they have to do with the powerful 
or powerless preaching their pas- 
tor gives them by their prayer or 
neglect of prayer. 


But the power of prayer reaches 
across the sea and around the 
earth. We can contribute to the 
conversion of the heathen and the 
evangelization of the world by our 
prayers. The prayers of believers in 
America have brouglt down the 
power of the Spirit in India and 
China. Doubtless more men and 
more money are needed for foreign 
mission work, but the greatest need 
of foreign mission work is prayer. 
It is a sad fact that much money 
given to foreign mission work has 


been largely wasted. There has not 


been enough intelligent prayer 
back of the giving. 


There is mighty power in prayer. 
It has much to do with our obtain- 
ing fullness of power in Christian 
life and service. The one who will 
not take time for prayer may as 
well resign all hope of obtaining 
the fullness of power God has for 
him. It is “they that wait upon 
the Lord” who “shall renew their 
strength” (Isa. 40:31). Waiting 
upon the Lord means somethipg 
more than spending a few minutes 
at ‘the beginning and close of each 
day running through some stereo- 
typed form of request. “WAIT 
UPON THE LORD.” True prayer 
takes time and thought, but it 
is the great timesaver. At all 
events, if we are to know fullness 
of power, we must be men and wo- 
men of prayer.

easily done. Nothing requires less 
effort. It is as though you came 
to the surgeon. You bring your 
sick body to one who knows how 
to take care of your need. You 
do not come with knowledge or 
surgery. You need no knowledge 
of the subject. You simply present 
your case and yourself to the ex- 
pertly-trained physician who is 
able to meet your need and to re- 
move the cause of the trouble. It 
is as though you came to the rail- 
road station. You board tthe train 
and depend entirely on others to 
take you to your destination. You 
need to know nothing whatever 
about the operation of the train, 
the signals, the dispatch work, the 
switches, nor anything else. All 
you need to do is to let others do 
What is needed for you. 


So you come to the Lord. He 
is God’s Saviour. He understands 
fully God’s requirements and your 
needs. He is well aware of your 
inability to meet the demands of 
a Holy God. He knows also that 
you cannot handle your own case 
successfully and cannot remove 
the guilt of your sins. Therefore, 
He offers to do it for you. He re- 
quests that you come to Him, trust 
yourself to Him, acknowledge His 
power, His ability, and His won- 
derful grace for you. You then 
rest your cause, your case and 
yourself in His care, whereby He 
becomes your own Lord of the life 
and Saviour of the soul. You bring 
your helplessness to His mighty 
power. You bring your sins to His 
cleansing blood. You bring your 
guilt to His pardoning grace. You 
leave yourself ‘entirely in His care 
for He will furnish the robe of 
righteousness, the garment of sal- 
vation, and the pardon that the 
guilty sinner needs. 


“O Taste and See.”—Psa. 34:8 


If you are perplexed a bit by 
the invitation to “come unto me,” 
then you may take advantage of 
this next call of the Holy Spirit 
who asks you to come and taste 
of that which the Lord Jesus has 
to give you for the welfare of the 
soul. “Coming” is simple, but 
“tasting” may be even more sim- 
ple and conclusive. If I should en- 
deavor to describe to you the taste 
of strawberries, my effort would 
be in vain. If I should tell you 
that they are sweet, you would re- 
ply that many other things are 
sweet. If I should say that there 
is a rather acid or tart taste to 
them, you would say that this is 
true of many others. There is no 
description that I could give to 


you that would enable you to know 


the taste of any article of food. 
It is impossible to explain or de- 
scribe “taste.” The only way. that 


you can understand tthe taste of 
any article is to “taste it.” With 


the strawberry in your mouth, 
you would know more in one min- 
ute about it than I could ever ex- 
plain in a week. You could taste 
an orange, or a bit of beefsteak, 
or lima beans, and know immedi- 
ately what it was that was in the 
mouth. 


Our Lord uses this as another 
of His simple messages to your 
soul in order to reveal to you that 
no amount of preaching or teach- 
ing will describe to you the won- 
derful saving power of Christ 
Jesus. You must “taste” Him for 
yourself. You must embrace Him 
in your heart as the wonderful One 
whom God has sent to be yours. 
You must accept Him as you do 
the grapes, or the banana, or the 
chicken. You place it in your 
mouth, you make it your very 
own because you like the taste of 
it. We fix up the bitter medicine 
in syrup so that the child will like 
the taste of it and will cry for 
it. The Lord Jesus must be thus 
personally appropriated by you. 

We take the food because it will 
impart to us the strength, the 
power to live that we need. We 
take the-medicine because we 
know it will relieve the congestion, 
will bring about a recovery, and 
will meet the need of a sick body. 
So we come to the Lord Jesus and 
“taste” of Him. We know from 
God’s Word that “he that hath the 
Son hath life.”’” We are assured 
from the Scriptures that we may 
“take the water of life freely.” 
As we taste and take the “bread 
of life’ we receive life, and life 
more abundant. Even when you 
do take the Lord Jesus, the ‘“‘taste”’ 
that you receive is just a very 
small sample of all that you will 
find Him to be when you trust 
Him with your soul. 

The psalmist said: “How sweet 
are thy words to my taste!” (Psa. 
119:103). Some of those words are 
those in our text. We taste of the 
grace of God, but we shall never 
know the fullnes of it until we see 


by His blood and thereby lets us 
have a little sample of what His 
grace really is. 

We read of some in Luke 14:24 
who shall never taste of the good 
things of Heaven. I trust it will 
not be so with you who hear this 
message. I am sure that if you 
come to the Lord Jesus and “taste” 
of His wonderful voodness, you 
will have a tremendous appetite 
aroused for more. The sample will 
fill your heart with longing for 
the full feast. 


“Hear and... Live.”— 
Isa. 55:3 


This is another of those simple 
sweet invitations to you. The Lord 
Jesus wants you to listen to His 
words and thereby learn to know 
His mind. His Word reveals His 
thoughts. His message to you re» 
veals His‘ desires. You will know 
definitely God’s plan for you if 
you hear Him tell it from His own 
heart and with His own lips. What 
can be more simple than ‘listen- 
ing to God’s Word. Jesus said, ‘‘He 
that HEARETH my words and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall not

passed from death unto life” 
(John 5:24.) In another passage 


shall hear the voice of the Son 
of God: and they that hear shall 
live” (John 5:25.) 


There are other voices calling 
for your attention. Many men and 
some women have invented re- 
ligions and philosophies, hoping 
and expecting that you will hear 
what they say and will believe 
their words of counsel. We must 
turn away from all such voices and 
hear only the voice of the Word of 
God. The entrance of God’s Word 
gives light and gives understand- 
ing to the simple.

In all of her activi- 
ties she confesses her husband. 
She takes his name in all her 
transactions. She signs his name 
to her letters and to her checks. 
She identifies herself by his name 
on every occasion. She takes her 
place in society as his wife, bear- 
ing his name. 

This is the picture our Lord 
uses in regard to your salvation. 
You fall in love with the Lord 
Jesus, you realize that God sent 
Him to be your Lord and Saviour. 
You realize your own need of be- 
ing saved and so you come to Him. 
You receive Him for yourself. You 
give yourself to Him and, from 
that moment on, you confess to 
friend and enemy that you belong 


~ to Christ Jesus, and He has be- 


come the Lord of your life and 
the Saviour of your soul. You take 
tthe place of being a Christian. You 
admit that you are no longer liv- 
ing your own life, but have given 
yourself to Christ Jesus to live 
His life. You let it be known that 
He is the Lover of youf soul and 


that He paid the great price at| right to do it. He only has access 


Calvary to blot out your sins. 


The policeman wears ‘the uni- 
form furnished by the city so that 
everyone will know who he is and 
what he does. All day long he is 
confessing that he belongs to the 
city government and is a law en- 
forcement officer. So you, when 
you join up with Christ, put on 
the garment of salvation, so that 
wherever you go the people will 
know that you are in the army of 
the King to carry out His plans 
and programs. 

You will notice that you do not 
confess that you belong to some 
church, nor that you have turned 
over a new leaf. It does not ask 
you to confess anything about 
yourself, but rather you confess 
about Him, Christ Jesus, and the 
relationship that now exists be- 
tween you two. You will remember 
that our Lord said in Matthew 10: 
32: “Whosoever therefore shall 
confess me before men, him will 
I confess also before my Father 
Which is in heaven.” Your confes- 
sion must be about the Lord Jesus 
and not about yourself. It is not 
a confession about how happy you 
are, or how reformed you are. The 
confession is about the Lord Jesus 
and what He means to you, as 
well as what you are to Him. 
Nothing could be more simple. 


The soldier confesses that he 
belongs to the army. The fireman 
confesses that he belongs to the 
fire department. The wife con- 
fesses that she belongs to her hus- 
band. Let me plead with you to 
confess that you too have met the 
Saviour, fallen in love with Him, 
believed in His Word and work, 
and made Him your Lord and Sav- 
iour. 


“Look Unto Me, and Be Ye 
Saved.”—Isa. 45:22 

You will continue to notice that 
our precious Lord uses very simple 
language to win your heart for 
Himself. He is not giving you a 
deep and profound theological dis- 
cussion. He simply asks you to 
“LOOK and LIVE.” Nothing could 
be more simple, yet nothing could 
be more effective. He does not ask 
you to look to the church for sal- 
vation, for no church of any kind 
can save. He does not ask you to 
look to any preacher or priest, or 
to any man or woman, or to any 
program of men, or plan of the 
church. The Lord Jesus is calling 
you to look only unto Him to be 
saved. Of course, the reason is 
simple. No one else can save you 
but the Saviour.- No one else has 
the name of “Saviour” but our 
precious Lord. No one has the 
right to save you but Christ Jesus. 
He does all the saving as we read 
in Hebrews 1:3: ‘“‘When he had 
by himself purged our sins, sat 
down.”’ No one could help Him, no 
one was able to assist. He does it 
all alone. 

In the operating room, the pa- 


thetic. One of the reasons for this 
is that the surgeon does not want 
the patient to “help” him in the 
operation, The patient must have 
nothing whatever to do with it, 


but to leave the work entirely to 


the airplane, the passengers are 
excluded from the cockpit. They 
/must not interfere with the run- 
ning of the plane.

The captain on the ship 
does not want the passengers as- 
sisting him at the wheel.

You look 
unto Him because you know He 
has the ability to do it, and the 
willingness to do it, and the 
right to do it. The drowning 
man looks unto the lifeguard 
where the himself is helpless. 
The man lost in the woods 
looks unto the guide, for he him- 
self is bewildered and does not 
know which way to go. The pas- 
senger on the train looks unto 
the engineer, for he himself is 
unable to run the train or to han- 
dle the intricacies of it. 

So you, beloved friend, “LOOK” 
unto the Lord Jesus. He only can 
save. He only knows all the sins,

You, in your helpless- 
ness, look up to this lovely, won- 
derful Lord Jesus, and believe in 
Him as the only one who can and 
will save your soul for eternity. 


“Take the Water of Life 
Freely.” —Rev. 22:17 


Perhaps one of the simplest of 
all the words or actions mentioned 
by our Lord in connection with sal- 
vation is this one, the word 
“TAKE.” What could be more sim- 
ple than taking from the loving, 
liberal hand of our Lord the gift 
of salvation, the gift of pardon, 
the gift of peace? In the passage 
we are considering, He says: 
“Whosoever will, let him TAKE 
the waiter of life freely.”” The word 
“whosoever” does not mean every- 
body, but it does mean anybody. 
Just think of this wonderful reve- 
lation to your heart, that you, a 
lost, guilty person, may take free- 
ly from the rich storehouse of 
Heaven the Water of Life, the 
Bread of Life, BPternal Life. In 
John 1:12 we read, “But as many 
as “TAKE’ Him, to them gave He 
right to become children of God”’ 
(R.V.) If God so loved you that 
He gave you His only begotten 
Son, is it not an act of simple faith 
for you to take that gift and claim 
the Lord Jesus as your own. 

One ‘time I asked a cowboy in 
Oklahoma if he knew who it was 
to whom God gave His Son, the 
Lord Jesus. After meditating a few 
moments on the question, he 
turned to his friend, the Christian 
whe brought him to the service 
and said, “Jim, God gave Jesus 
Christ to me, and I never knew it 
before, and I never took him until 
now. Right now I am taking the 
Lord Jesus. He is mine and I am 
His.” 

50 you see how simple it is to 
take a gift. Everything God has 
for you is a gift. Do you not re- 
member His Word, “The gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” You do not work 
for a gift. You do not pay for a 
gift. You just receive that gift 
with thanksgiving, and with your 
heart filled with gratitude. That 
is what God is asking you to do 
with the Lord Jesus. God wants 
you to live in Heaven with Him. 
Christ also wants you to be where 
He is. This cannot be brought 
about unless you permit Him to 
cleanse you from your sins, give 
you eternal life, and clothe you 
with the robe of righteousness. He 
will do all of this to you and for 
you when you take Him who is 
God’s gift to you. 

The word “receive” is really 
the word “to take.’ At one time 
I held out a fifty cent piece to a 
Sunday School crowd of children. 
I told them I would give it to any- 
one who wanted it. All they needed 
to do was to take it. I said this 
in every form and way that I 
knew, but nobody came. Finally 
a child came and stood looking 
at the fifty cent piece, standing 
close to it, but did not take it. 
Then another came, and then an- 
other until there were about twen- 


of age standing near me, looking 
at the fifty cent piece which I 
was holding out toward them and 
waiting for them to take. Finally, 
one little fellow at the back of 
the room came hurriedly down the 
aisle, burst through the ring of 
other children, grabbed the fifty 
cent piece, and hurried back to 
his seat. Twenty of them looked, 
wanted, wondered—but did not 
take the money. The one who took 
it, of course, had it. The others 
went to their seats without it. So 
it is sometimes with sinners. I 
hope it will not be so with you. 
You must TAKE the Lord Jesus 
and make Him your own Lord and 
Saviour, then He will save you.

He 
tells ‘you 'to TASTE, and to HEAR, 
and to FEEL, and to CONFESS, 
and to LOOK, and to TAKE, and 
now He tells you to BELIEVE 
His Word. Do you not see, beloved, 
that God has delved into every 
part of your life and body to il- 
lustrate how simple it is to believe 
what He says and to act upon it?
